I. Diſcourſes and Calculations relating to 
Nativities. 


N my Merlinus Anglicus Junior, for 1736. I laid down 
I the Principles and Precepts for correcting and rectifyin 

ativities according to the Mind of Hermes Tei ſmegiftus ba, 
Sir Chi ſtopber Heydon ; and in 1737. I exhibited Precepts for 
erecting a Scheme according to the Method of the great 
Ptclemy ; and in my laſt I illuſtrated thoſe Precepts by an Ex- 
ample, in rectifying and directing a Nativity; and alſo added 
five ſelect and choice Aphoriſms, neceſſary to be conſulted in 
every Infant's Nativity. 

I ſhould now have directly proceeded to the Method of 
working the Directions, or calculating a Nativity (as it is 
call'd) according to the Principles of Ptolemy, upon whoſe 
Foundation (in that Part of Aſtrology) I propoſe to build my 
Superſtructure; but that I find it neceſſary firſt to remove 
ſome of the Chaff of the common Aſtrology out of my 
Way, and to ſubſtitute more rational and ſolid Matter in its 
Stead. | 

The Eſſential Dignities and Debilities of the Planets, as 
they now ſtand in all our common Books of Aſtrology, and 
as they have been handed down to us even from -Ptolemy's 
Days, hath juſtly given Offence to thinking Men: Dr. Gad 
explodes them, and the Adverſaries to this excellent Science 
deride them; nor can the greateſt Admirer of them vindicate 
them, as they now ſtand. 

And altho' I do (with ſome others) take Exceptions againſt 
the old Ptelemaick Dignities of the ianets, yet I would not. 
have them deprived of what is truly their Due. I know the 
Planets are more fortified in ſome Signs, than they are in 
others; and queſtion not but their real Eſſential Dignities was 
well known to the ancient Aſtronomers before Ptolemy's Time, 
but that they were much miſlaken, and corrupted, even in his 
Days, as he himſelf complains they were, and that the Books, 
out of which he profeſſes to have taken thoſe Dignities, were 
ſo worm-eaten and ſhatter'd by Age, that he could not per- 
fectly make them out; and therefore he gives us mY 2 

pli- - 
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Explication of them as he himſelf thought rational. But 
herein he ſhews the Frailty and Weakneſs of human Reaſon- 
ing; for tho” he certainly was the greateſt Aſtronomer of his 
Time, and for ſome Hundreds of Years after ; yet doth he 
therein argue weokly and defectively: So that the Plane. 
tary Dignities which we now have in common, from him, 
are only fend Conceits of his own, abſurd in their Explica- 
tion. 

But Truth is not to be founded upon Abſurdity and Con- 
ceit, but pon ſuch Reaſoning as will hold univerſal in all 
C:imates, and as coeniraditts no known Law, or certain Phe- 
nomencn of Nature; bat Profemy's Way of explaining his 
Digniti- s is ſubject co theſe and ſeveral other Exceptions. He 
firic determines the Houſes of the Luminaries ; Leo he makes 
to be me great Digvity of the Sun, and e the Seat of

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and that the Dignities of the Sun and Moon are ſo, I demon- 
{irate thus: 

Leo, as we have ſaid, is appointed for the IJouſe of the 
dun, becauſe that Sign appronches the neareſt to our Vertex, 
and, alſo, becauie when the Sn paſſus through that ign, we 
have the hotteit and moſt ſuitry Weather: But t{'s rs true 
only with regard to the Inhabitants of the Norther:: Hemi- 
ſphere, and not univerially ſo, but directly the contrary to 
all the Regions ſouth of the Equinoctial, which is one half of 
the World; for in this very Sign the Sun is to thoſe Inha- 
bitants in its greateſt Debilities, they then ſuffering thc pgreat- 
eſt Cold, and have the Sun rem v'd fartheſt from their Y er- 
tex. Therefore all tuch Inh:.bitants may with as much Rea- 
ſon conſtitute the oppoſite Sign, Aquarivs, for the Sun's Do- 
mal Dignity, becauſe it is the hotteſt Weather with them 
when the Sun moves through that Sign; and Les they may, 
for the ſ me Reaſons, aſſig the Dign:;es of old Setwr. 

Alſo what is ſaid of Cancen, for making that Sign the Moon's 
Domal Dignity, can only be ttuc in theſe Northern Regions, 
while Capricorn, the other Houſe ot Saturn, may, with as 
much Reaſon, be aſſign'd, by the tonther: Iphabitante, for 
the Dignities of the Moon and Caucer for the other Houſe of 
Saturn, and ſo vice verſa in the other Planets : Whence it 
appears that theſe Dignities of the Planets nave no Foundation 
in the Nature of 'I'hings, but is mere Conceit and Fiction; 
and therefore ought to be rejected. 

There are other  Dignities appropriated to all the Planets ; 
as Exaltations, 'Triphicities, Terms, and Faces, and moſt of 
them as abſurd and trifling as the former. But I am not 
willing, neither, thus by Wholeſale to deprive the Planers of 
their ſuppos'd Ornaments, and the Aſtrologer of his Helps 
to Prediction; therefore before I mike any farther Attempts 
to remove theſe Phantoms, I will ſkew in what I thin“ the 
Planets real Dignities conſiſt, and which are the Signs that 
each Planet molt delights (or is beſt fortified) in. 

That the Planets have their own proper Nature and Quality 
ench diſtin from the other, is known, as well from conſtant 
F.xperience, as by the Teſtimony of the Ancients ; as thus, 
Saturn is cold and dry, Jupiter cold and mo'tt, Mars hot 
and dry, Venus hot and moiſt; as to the San, Moon, and 
Nercury, JI can't affign them any particular Qualities, for I 

don't 
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don't look upon them to be of the ſame Order, or in the 
ſame Claſs, with the other four Planets. That the Sun and 
Moon are not, is plain, for that the one is a Fix'd Star, and 
Rex Planetarum; the other a Secondary Planet only, and the 
culiar Attendant upon our Earth, and ſo can have no other 
. aſſign'd her but that of a celeſtial Meſſenger, to convey 
and expound to us the Vertue aud Qualities of the other four 

Planets. f 
As to Mercury, his well-known mutable Diſpoſition dif- 
qualifies him from having a Place in the Planetary Chorus; 
nor has he, by the Ancients, been look'd upon as having 
equal Dignity with the reſt, but has, by them, been ac- 
counted a celeſtial Meſſenger only; and indeed his conſtant 
Propinquity to the Sun, his Protean Complexion, and hi 
anomalous and ſwift Motion, ſeem to eſtabliſh the Opinion of 
the Ancients, and in which Office we will leave him, and 
roceed to diſcourſe further of the four primary and principal 

lanets abovemention'd. 
In which I propoſe to ſhew what their true Eſſential Dig- 
nities are, to diſcover their more particular Natures, Qua- 
lities, and Influences, and to explain how their ſaid Influ- 


ences are intended and remitted; and that in ſo familiar and 


demonſtrative a Way, as to free it from all reaſonable Ex- 
ceptions. 


II. Obſervations upon the Influence of the 
' Planets at the Time of the Sun's Ingreſs 
into the EquinoQtial and Tropical S7gns. 


Of the Spring Quarter. 


" HIS Quarter takes its Beginning this Year on Sa- 

turday the 1oth Day of March, at 6 Minutes after 1 in 
the Morning ; when the Face of the Heavens appears as 1 
the following Scheme. 
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We find 16 Degrees of Sagittarius aſcending, in this | 

| Scheme, and 18 Degrees of Libra upon the Midheaven ; the | 
Moon is located in the 8th Houſe, in Square to 7 upiter, and | 
| in Oppoſition to Venus; the three ſuperior Planets, Saturn, | 
Jupiter, and Mars, are all angular; Saturn is in Square to 

the Sun, and Mars is haſtening to the Conjunction of Saturn, 

and Mercury to the Square of them both. If quadrate and op- 

poſite Aſpects have Signification of Diſcord, Contention, Pi- 

viſion, Breaches of Friendſhip, and the like, as it is generally 
1 accounted they have, then it may be fear d that we may hear 
- much of ſach diſcordant Actions within the Compaſs of this 
1 Year : And ſeeing that the moſt potent Planets are all angular, 
they will the more powerfully enforce their Effects. The 
7 World is now poſſeſsd with many Doubts and Fears of ſome 
approaching 
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approaching Cataſtrophe, in which Holland and Pruſſia ſeem 
to be mc re than ordizarily concerned. "Theſe Aſpects and Po- 
ſitions do ao bode yicrt Lois and Detriment to the Turks; it 
ſhews - D.;content d Quarrels amongit their Grandees at 
Home, and an anio;cunate Campaign apainſt their Enemies 
Abroad, ai.d miny wonderful Calamities and Mis{ortunes to 
all Soris of People amongſt them. Spain, Italy, and Sas di- 
nia, will in {ome Degree be ſenſible of the Malevelence of 
theſe rugged Aſpects, and fo I fear will ſeveral other Nations 
and Cities in Europe. I wiſh all may continue well at Home, 
and that our honourable City of London may triumph in Peace, 
Health, and a proſperous I rade. 


. Of the Summer Quarter. 


HIS Quarter commenceth on Sunday the 10th Day of 
June, about a Quarter of an Hour after Midnight, 
when the four Cardinal Signs poſſeſs the four Cardinal Points of 
Heaven, vix. the zd Degree of Capricorn is on the Mediun 
Caœli, and the 8th Degree of Aries on the Cuſp of the Aſcen- 
dant, the Planets being all under the Earth, but the Moon, and 
ſhe is in the 10th Houſe, in Oppoſition to the Sun and Saturn; 
the whole is a very unkind and violent Ingreſs, too much like 
that we have been before treating of; ſo that but little Happi- 
neſs, Peace, or Moderation, is to be expected this Summer;
